County Tax 
Bills Mailed; 
Now Due 

County tax bills went into 
the mails November 1, and 
property taxes are now due 
and payable, according to 
County Tax Collector H. B. 
Alvord. 

"Taxpayers not receiving 
a bill by November 10 or 
having questions about their 
billing should call our of¬ 
fice at 974 3211,” Alvord 
said. 

Of special note, Alvord 
pointed aut that all taxpay 
ers whose taxes a.rc paid 
through impound accounts 
collected along with mort¬ 
gage payments — will re¬ 
ceive a tax notice for the 
first time this year. 

Alvord stated, "Taxpaycis 
who receive these notices 
should not use them to pay 
their taxes unless they no 
longer pay taxes through an 
impound account. If there is 
any question as to the lia¬ 
bility for payment, the tax¬ 
payer should check with his 
mortgage company.” 

"The tax collector’s office 
is currently hoLding a p - 
proximately 4,500 tax hills 
without a mailing address 
which must be picked up by 
the taxpayer,” Alvord added.

In the Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 6 issue of your news¬ 
paper there appeared a bv- 
lined article by Frank A. 
Flock entitled “The ,Recfis- 
tricting Fraud At PCC” 
whicih contains a gross in¬ 
accuracy. 

In hi s column Mr. Fleck 
refers to the impending re¬ 
districting of Pasadena City 
College trustees areas. He 
claims that no discussion on 
redistrioting had taken place 
before the April 1975 elec¬ 
tion.

According to the minutes 
of the meeting of June 20, 
1974, with Mr. Roger Gert- 
menian presiding, Superin¬ 
tendent Armen Sarafian ad¬ 
vised the trustees that if the 
November 1974 elecion for 


Annexaion of the El Monte 
High School District passed, 
“. . . . the territory that 
would be assigned to the 
Pasadena Area Community 
College District would ‘bal¬ 
loon’ trustee areas 6 and 7; 
therefore, all of the trustee 
areas would probably be in¬ 
volved, because each area 
must have one-seventh of 
the area population; and 
the Board would have to 
work with appropriate com¬ 
mittees to reconstitute the 
areas.” 

This statement was made 
10 months prior to the April 
1975 election.

Sierra Madre 
Keeps Pace 
In Sales 

Sierra Madre merchants 
are inching up the ladder in 
small degrees a s the report 
was received from the State 
California Board of Equali¬ 
zation on retail sales for the 
State of California for the 
second quarter of the year, 
1975. 

From the reports sent to 
the News from our board 
member George R. Reilly, 
the breakdown of data 
showed that Sierra Madre 
had a total of 62 retail per¬ 
mit-holding businesses for 
the second quarter of 1974 
reporting a total business of 
$1,411,000 and a total of 237 
businesses without sales 
permits doing a business -of 
$1,691,000. The 1975 figures 
for the same time showed 
that businesses have in¬ 
creased a total of one and 
the sales showed a total of 
$1,420,000, for an increase of 
a little less than sever- 
tenths of a per cent. Total 
businesses increased 14 ove • 
the year 1974 and sales 
showed $1,754,000 for an in¬ 
crease of four per cen f in¬ 
crease. 

According to the report the 
the State of California, ove”- 
all, showed a decrease in 
sales of 2.7 per cent. Total 
husiness in the state total<-d 
$18.2 billion for the second 
quarter, the repo-t stated.

Q. — I have had two ex¬ 
periences with my broker 
which raise a question in 
my mind. I asked him to sell 
one stock for mo and when 
it was sold it went for a 
dollar less per share than it 
was selling for when I 
talked' with him about sell¬ 
ing it. At another time I 
asked him to buy a stock for 
me and when my invoice 
came along it was for $.50 
a share more than I thought 
I was giong to pay. How can 
I be sure I pay for a stock 
or receive from a stock the 
price I thought I was going 
to get? 

A. — The way voiu place 
Ihe orrier with your broker 
makes a big difference. If 
you just call your broker 
and ask him to buy you 40 
sharo s of a particular stock 
— or to sell it — his as¬ 
sumption is that you are 
placing ymir order "at the 
market.” This means he will 
buy for you at whatever the 
lowest price being offere d at 
1 ho moment or he will sell 
for you at the highest price 
being offered. Ordinarily, if 
your stock is on listed on the

The only way you can be 
sure your order will be exe¬ 
cuted at a particular price 
is to specify to your broker 
that you want your purchase 
or sale made at a particular 
price. Your broker will then 
place your order at your 
specified price and, when 
and if a buyer or seller ap¬ 
pears ready to act at your 
price, your order will be ex¬ 
ecuted. 

You cain also instruct your 
broker to place a "limit or¬ 
der” for you. In this case 
you give him a range of 
prices within which he car. 
act for you. 

Q. — In the series of five 
model portfolios you pre¬ 
sented i.n the October issue 
of Better Investing, I see you 
name I. u. International ir, 
two of them. Since that 
company i s heavily in the 
shipping business, and ships, 
particularly tankers, a.re a 
drag on tile market at this 
time, how can you justify 
that stock in a model port¬ 
folio? 

A. — I. U. International 
is much more than a ship¬ 
ping business. It j s true that 
in 1974 its shipping busi¬ 
ness — while it accounted 
for only nine per cent of the 
business — produced 33 per 
cent of the profit. That ship¬ 
ping part of the business is 
suffering and the last quar¬ 
ter’s report showed earnings 
down slightly. That trend 
may continue for awhile de¬ 
pending upon trends in gen¬ 
eral business, b u t while 
shipping profits may slip 
earnings in other parts of 
the business should improve. 

Even with lower earnings, 
the price of ttic stock i,s roa 
sonable. Further, it’s impor¬ 
tant to note that those model 
portfolios were selected for 
where we thought the stocks 
would be five years from 
now. The surplus of tankers 
will persist for awhile, but 
we suspect it will be solved

Distributed To 
County - Cities 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization 
announced the release of 
moro than $52.2 million to 
California cities a.Tui coun¬ 
ties in the October distribu¬ 
tion of local sales and mse 
tax funds. The funds, repre¬ 
senting the second advance 
payment for the third quar¬ 
ter of 1975, were released 
this week. 

The bulk of the fun,til 
come from the Brad 1 e y - 
Burns one-percent sales and 
use tax to cities omd coun¬ 
ties, with $34.0 million go¬ 
ing to cities and $6.0 million 
to countie s for a total of 
$40.0 million. 

A total of $10.0 million 
from the one-quarter per 
cent loca] sales and use tax 
will he paid to the counties 
for the local transportation 
fund. 

The San Francisco Bay

The People Musi Know

Movie studio employees have just gotten themselves 
a 52 per cent raise, this makes the wages of “grips” about 
$700 a week. A "grip” is a fellow who stands around 
until someone says move that chair, push the table over 
there, move the light thataway or screw in a new light 
bulb. Honorable work, no doubt, but $700 a week? 

Soon will commence another exodus of motion pic¬ 
ture production out of Hollywood to Europe, Mexico or 
South America where labor and production costs are 
lower. This will be followed by a loud howl from those 
affected by the industry, for government to step in (ala 
New York City) and use public tax money to once more 
save the motion picture business for Hollywod and the 
country. 

Soon, hundreds of extras will be out of jobs and 
forced to go on unemployment benefits or welfare, and 
following that the “grips” as well won’t ha\’e any jobs 
either. 

In the meantime the price of movie tickets will go 
up again, theatres will have fewer customers again and 
once more the* members of these motion picture unions 
will price themselves out of jobs. Just another vicious 
circle. 

ITEMS Once again the AFL-CIO is busy raising 
another $22 million to elect Congressmen. Senators, state 
legislators and other public officials who will take orders 
from the big unions, specifically to support inflation, raise 
the prices on all consumer goods and further extend their 
monopoly ever tighter over the peoples government. 

Next we will hear loud “bleats” from consumer or¬ 
ganizations blaming business for price rises that busi¬ 
ness will be forced to make because of the added costs 
forced on them by monopolistic unions. The unions will 
get little, if any. blame or condemnation. 

Clamoring against higher prices and taxes, forced 
on the people by unions, will be most of the big press 
and broadcasters. The consumer advocates on radio and 
television will have a field day. 

But because the great bulk of the newsmen and 
broadcasters are forced to become union members or lose 
their jobs, you will hardly ever hear a peep out of them 
against the real reason for the price rises. On this sub¬ 
ject free speech and press will be given an extended 
hoiday. If anyone else did it, it would be branded a 
"cover up” and a denial of the right of the people to 
know. 

So now our chickens are coming home to roost as 
garbage fills the streets and doctors, nurses, police and 
firemen and teachers walk off public jobs and join picket 
lines for pay. Freedom is being murdered in its sleep. 

State Chairman, United Organizations of Taxpayer, Inc. 

Score one for the taxpayers: The City Council of 
Los Angeles recently passed an ordinance authorizing the 
Community Development Agency to declare some 255 
square blocks of downtown Los Angeles a blighted area, 
and to use OPrM (other peoples tax money) to rebuild 
the area. 

The cost to the average non-downtown property owner 
of a $40 thousand property was estimated to be $4,000 
The cost of the project to taxpayers was stated by the 
CRA to bo $45 million, by Mayor Bradley $750 million ( 
and by City Councilman Emani Bernardi and Assessor 
Philip Watson to be 4,500 million dollars. 

Along with some other people and representing the 
United Organizations of Taxpayers. Inc., I appeared and 
testified against this pro|x>sal before both the Board of I 
Supervisors and the City Council. 

Part of my testimony said it was wrong to tax 
county property owners, who did not live in the city to ] 
pay for this project. I suggested this was illegal. I also 
said it was a perversion of the law and of government 1 
to force taxpayers to pay for a project that would enor- j 
mously benefit a small number of developers and down- ' 
town property owners. ' 

Councilman Bernardi and Assessor Watson have filed * 
a suit to block this project and on Wednesday. October * 
22, 1975 the County Board of Supervisors voted three to 
one against the project and also voted to join the County j 
with Councilman Bernardi and Assessor Watson in the i 
suit to block the entire project. Supervisors Ward, Hayes i 
and Schabarum voted to kill the project. Supervisor Edel- l 
man voted for it. c 

Those in favor of the project fought like tigers to 
keep it alive and to bar a vote by the people on the * 

project. State Senator Alan Robbins has a bill in the 

legislature, that has passed the Senate, to require ap- j 1 
proval, by a vote of the people before such projects can 
be undertaken. Supervisor Edelman opposed the right of 
the people to have a vote on this tax-raising project. i 

Of course the chief supporter of this project is the )■ 

Los Angeles Times Mirror Corporation which has gobs li 
of property and parking lots in the downtown area, and _ 
when the Supervisors voted against the project, the Los 
Angeles Times relegated the story to page 28 of the 
October 23, 1975 edition. Of course if the proponents had 
won, the Times would have featured the story on page one.

Pot Primer for Parents 


Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary’ according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 

(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy annvers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
aboutparents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when tfiat hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of ail somebody you care about.
